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Tactics on Taxes 


STALL until fall may eventually 
A result from the procrastina- 
tions and indecisions on new tax legis- 
lation. Congress has evinced no disposi- 
tion to enact a revenue bill hurriedly. In 
fact, the pace on Capitol Hill has become 
so leisurely in recent weeks that each 
prediction as to the 
effective date of new 
taxes is being dis- 
carded almost as 
soon as it is made; 
and the best guess 
now seems to be 
that there will be no 
new tax legislation 
enacted during the 
first half of 1951. 
Such legislation 
later in the year is no doubt inevitable, 
but the effective date of its principal 
provisions will not come prior to July 1.

These slow-down tactics on Capitol 
Hill are not ascribable to complexities 
in the legislative process, nor to any 
lack of understanding among members 
of Congress as to the evident need for 
such legislation. Rather, such tactics are 
deliberate and planned. A number of 
factors have conspired to persuade Con- 
gress—especially since little persuasion 
is necessary in such matters—to go slow 
on revenue bills for the time being. This 
decision was not too difficult to make, 
since it was obvious from the beginning 
anyway that no “quickie” bill would be 
enacted, and thus considerable time 
would be required in any event to come 
forth with a comprehensive omnibus 
measure. 

To begin with, Congress has been 
openly skeptical of the Administration’s 
estimates on both receipts and expendi- 
tures for the current fiscal year. The 
President, you will recall, forecast a 
deficit of sixteen billions of dollars, and 
his entire budgetary and revenue pro- 
gram was based on that estimate. Tax 
autorities in Congress, however, insist 
that he both over-estimated expenditures 
and under-estimated receipts, and that 
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the net deficit will not exceed ten or 
twelve billions. It was this conviction 
that promptly embalmed the proposal 
for a “quickie” bill now and a more com- 
prehensive measure later. 

The majority of Congress is clearly 
inclined to go along with the view that 
the deficit will not be nearly so large as 
the President predicted; and some 
“early returns” on tax renditions sug- 
gest that revenues will in fact be some- 
what higher than he has been estimat- 
ing. Moreover, it is obvious that the 
Treasury will take in far more money 
during March than it will be paying out, 
and whatever may be said of the ephe- 
meral nature of that phenomenon it 
will no doubt produce the psychological 
effect on the Hill of a more wholesome 
condition than actually exists, thus 
nourishing the natural inclination of 
Congress to postpone the responsibility 
of raising taxes. 

Then, too, the phrase that hope springs 
eternal was probably coined for that 
sanguine citizen, both in Congress and 
out, who asserts each year that the Presi- 
dent’s budget can be drastically trimmed. 
There are a number of such hopefuls in 
Congress who always seem to survive the 
disillusionment of previous experiences, 
and this year they are again maintaining 
that substantial reductions can be made. 
Consequently, the opinion has been grow- 
ing in Congress that action on tax in- 
creases should be put off until the major 
appropriations bills have run the legis- 
lative gamut. The extent of reductions 
in the President’s budget would thus 
determine the extent of increases in taxes 
which would be necessary to avert a 
deficit. 

Another potent factor involved in the 
slow-down on tax legislation is the per- 
ceptible change in the attitude of the 
folks back home. It will be remembered 
that last fall the determination among 
the people to meet the war crisis with a 
strictly pay-as-you-go program was 
so pronounced that Congressmen felt 
politically vulnerable because taxes 


were not raised high enough quickly 
enough. In last October's issue of 
DALLAS this column referred to 
Congress’ “eager promises to the peo- 
ple that they would have the privilege of 
absorbing even higher taxes early next 
year, adding: “It was all a rather won- 
derful novelty to Congress, whose mem- 
bers were in the anomalous position of 
being afraid to go home to campaign 
unless they socked their constituents 
with much stiffer taxes first.” 

That was the prevailing mood last 
fall, and this is not to suggest that there 
has been any recent abatement of the 
public’s insistance on a pay-as-you-go 
war program. But something new has 
been added, and that is a widespread re- 
sentment at the Government’s futility in 
the struggle against inflation. Living 
costs are soaring, and while the people 
are still willing to accept new taxes to 
meet the responsibilities imposed by the 
preparedness program, they are demand- 
ing that decisive and effective action be 
taken first to freeze prices and stabilize 
the economy. Congressional mail sacks 
are weighted down each day with count- 
less such complaints from all parts of the 
United States; and under such circum- 
stances Congress is in no hurry at all to 
put a new tax burden on their constitu- 
ents, even through many economists 
maintain that prices will not level off 
on any reasonable plateau until the in- 
creased taxes are imposed. 

There are still other factors involved 
in the tax slow-down on Capitol Hill, but 
those already enumerated are now more 
than enough to delineate the picture. 
Now, as to the eventual nature of the 
bill and its specific provisions, here are 
a few observations, and few ungilt-edge 
predictions: 

There will be only one tax bill in 
1951, not two as the President pro- 
posed. . . . Passage will not come before 
July 1 or possibly later. . . . Individual 
tax rates will be raised horizontally in 
all brackets not more than three points. 
. .. Corporation rates will be upped to 
about 52 per cent... . Capital gains tax 
lifted about 5 per cent. . . . Depletion 
allowances in the oil and mining indus- 
tries will not be disturbed despite hard 
struggle and close vote. . . . Substantial 
increases in excise taxes on liquor and 
cigarettes, and to a lesser degree on gaso- 
line. . . . Privilege of married couples to 
split their income for tax purposes will 
not be tampered with despite opposition 
of Administration and labor organiza- 
tions. .. . Total increases provided in tax 
bill will not exceed eight billions, or half 
the yield sought by the Administration. |

They were 2,500 members of the Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association, here for their seventy-fourth 
annual convention, March 12-14. Most of them brought their 
families, swelling the total number of visitors to more than

1,000, breaking all records for attendance at an association 
meeting. 

It was the association’s first gathering in Dallas in 32 
years, and Dallas was determined to make this the most mem- 
orable convention in association history, in the hope that 
future visits won’t be so few and far between. 

How successful was the united effort of Dallas business 
men, hotels, newspapers, radio stations, the ladies committee, 
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and Dallas citizens generally, is indicated by a resolution 
adopted at the final business session, which states that the 
treatment of association members in Dallas left them “speech- 
less” and “in a happy trance.” 

“Dallas has so extended the manifestations of courtesy 
and hospitality,” the resolution continues, “that these words 
now take on new meanings and from now on we may, in 
the history of the association, date events from this meeting 
by referring to it as the ‘Big Convention.’

Chamber of Commerce. Approximately $25,000 was spent 
on convention arrangements and entertainment. 

On the serious side, cattlkemen were primarily concerned 
with inflation and federal controls. The East Texas livestock 
industry was praised for its phenomenal development as a 
beef producing center in recent years. 

Convention speakers kept the 1,400-seat Adolphus ball- 
room packed. 

At the opening session Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Mclver of Leona, 
Texas, won two all-expense air trips to Cuba via Braniff In- 
ternational Airways, awarded as attendance prizes by the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce. Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Smith of 
Barnsdall. Okla., won similar trips at the second business ses- 
sion. 

Keynote speaker Governor Shivers declared that govern- 
ment controls cannot prevent inflation and listed seven things 
which can be done: 

“The laboring man can help by increasing his individual 
production; the banker can help by being conservative in his 
credit practices and avoiding inflationary loans; the cattle- 
man and the farmer can help by making more food available. 

“The business man can help by playing the game fair and

square with government and customers; any citizen can help 
by doing without the things he doesn’t really need; the Fed- 
eral Reserve System can help by discharging its responsibility 
to prevent unwarranted credit expansion and protect the dol- 
lar from excessive and progressive devaluation; we can all 
help by demanding and practicing economy in government 
and by being willing to sacrifice a little for the good of all.” 

Allen B. Kline similarly warned that price and wage con- 
trols will not control inflation, but merely cover it up. Five 
years of price control will see a 12 to 15 per cent loss in this 
nation’s potential production power, he said. 

Ernest O. Thompson called for more oil wells and a step 
up in oil production to meet defense needs. 

“America’s reserve stocks of oils are dangerously low, and 
every incentive must be given toward increased production,” 
he told the oil-conscious ranchmen. 

R. R. Gilbert also discussed the fight against inflation, de- 
claring that, “There is no problem today more important 
than stopping the decline in purchasing power of the Amer- 
ican dollar.” 

Dr. Harold Vagtborg described the effects of new methods 
of creating rainfall for Texas ranches from cloudless skies, 
and of man-made fogs over limited areas, such as the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley, which would keep out enough cold air to 
prevent crop-damaging freezes. 

A special pre-convention membership drive in East Texas 
conducted by a Dallas Chamber of Commerce committee 
headed by Fred M. Shaw, assisted by Ben H. Carpenter, 
brought in 300 new members who were welcomed into the 
association at the convention. Original goal of the drive was 
100 new members. 

All association officers were re-elected. They included Ray 
W. Willoughby, San Angelo, president; Jack Roach, Ama- 
rillo, first vice president; C. K. Boyt, Devers, second vice 
president; and Henry Bell, Fort Worth, secretary-general 
manager. The president and vice presidents are customarily 
re-elected for a second year in office. 

Executive committee appointed by the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce to handle arrangements for the convention in- 
cluded W. H. Hitzelberger, general chairman; Ray W. Wil- 
son, vice chairman; Jack Frost, James K. Wilson, Fred M. 
Shaw, William S. Henson, R. J. O’Donnell, Ben H. Carpenter, 
R. L. Thornton, Jr., and John W. Carpenter.

$100,000 mark, continuing Dallas as one 
of the most reliable centers of opera on 
this continent. 

If usual good fortune greets the enter- 
prise of the local sponsorship, the Dallas 
Grand Opera Association will not en- 
counter a deficit and will not be required 


to assess its large list of underwriters. 
This has not yet happened in the history 
of Metropolitan seasons in Dallas but is 
never unexpected anywhere that grand 
opera is given. 

Superficially the approaching Dallas 
season looks like the other nine.

upset musical life in the United States 
and his reforms, when first outlined, met 
with bitter opposition. Bing persisted. 
Some heads were broken, some famous 
artists were left off the roster, many con- 
cert managements were incommoded. 
The results, howeves, apparently have 
justified the Draconian methods. The 
other musical interests now have con- 


ceded that Mr. Bing is a success, that the 
Metropolitan and all music are better 
off for the revolution. 

Two of Mr. Bing’s new productions 


were made available for Dallas. Few 
other cities on the 1951 itinerary will 
have such _ privileges. 

Mr. Bing is so solicitious of Dallas’ 
affection that he declined to give the 
local association one opera it asked for. 

“Wait, it will be restaged and redec- 
orated next year,” he promised. “I don’t 
want Dallas to hear it in its present con- 
dition.” 

Johann Strauss’ operetta, “Die Fleder- 
maus,” will open the Dallas season on 
the night of Friday, April 27. This is 
brand new and has been the chief sensa- 
tion of many in the current season. 

The Dallas cast will include Charles 
Kullman and Brian Sullivan, tenors; 
John Brownlee, the baritone: Patrice 
Munsel, Marguerite Piazza and Jarmila 
Novotna, sopranos. The work takes an 
all-star cast. There is even a noted Broad- 
way comedian, Jack Gilford, for a non- 
singing role. Tibor Kozma, who directed 
rehearsals, will conduct. 

Saturday afternoon, April 28, will 
bring another new Bing production, 
Verdi’s “Don Carlo,” an opera serious 


and dramatic that honors the fiftieth an- 
niversary of Verdi's death. Margaret 
Webster, the noted Broadway Shake- 
spearean director, was engaged to stage 
this work and Rolf Gerard to design the 
massive sets. 

“Don Carlo” requires a cast of first- 
class artists. Among them will be Cesare 
Siepi, the new Italian Robert 
Merrill, the baritone; Jerome Hines, the 
basso; Delia Rigal, the new and beanti- 
ful Argentinian soprano; Blanche The- 
bom, the famous American mezzo-so- 
prano. Fritz Stiedry, perhaps the first 
conductor of the opera house these days, 
will preside in the pit. 

Saturday night will introduce Dallas 
to Victoria de los Angeles, the new Span- 
ish soprano. She will be Cio-Cio-San in 
Puccini's “Madame Butterfly.” Eugene 
will be the tenor, Pinkerton; 
Francesco Valentino will sing Sharpless, 
the American consul; Herta Glaz will 
sing Suzuki. Alberto Erede. will conduct. 

The season will close Sunday after- 
noon, April 29, with the revived and 
refurbished “I] Barbiere Di Siviglia” of 
Rossini. The cynosure of opera fans will 
be the sensational coloratura soprano, 
Erna Berger from Dresden, who is cast 
as Rosina. Giuseppe di Stefano will sing 
the Count Almaviva and this promises 
much since Dallas has heard thrice be- 
fore this finest of the young Italian 
tenors.

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Kathryn Currin

OST careers are successful be- 

cause the individual is particularly 
suited by personality to the job that he 
has chosen, or because the task under- 
taken is necessary to life and the “world 
beat a path”—with the proprietor mak- 
ing folks see the path to his door more 
often than they see the way to his com- 
petitors’. 

But often enough to keep this from 
being the iron-clad rule for success, one 
finds a successful person: One who af- 
firms the age-old doctrine that accom- 
plishment is an individual matter. You 
meet a skilled surgeon who talks so con- 
vincingly that he could have been a bril- 
liant orator or lawyer; an alert real 
estate salesman who could easily pass 
for a psychologist or professor; a wom- 
an who has run her house as smooth as 
glass for years suddenly becomes a suc- 
cessful shopkeeper. 

Kathryn Currin is one Dallas example 
of personal ingenuity and innate busi- 
ness acumen. At different times in her 
life, she has successfully been a banker 
handling new accounts, mortgage, and 
escrow; oil land investor; secretary; 
mother; and for the past twelve years, 
a real estate firm founder and owner. 
No two of these jobs are closely related, 
yet Mrs. Currin has excelled in each. 
How she came to enter each field, and 
why she left it for the next, tells the in- 
teresting story of her life. 

Born at Chickasha in the Oklahoma 
Indian Territory, Mrs. Currin was one 
of four children. Her father was a farm- 
er-rancher who died when she was only 
nine years old. Her mother was deter- 
mined that the children would receive 
more than secondary education, and 
Kathryn left home at the age of 15 to 
become assistant house mother for the 
girls’ dormitory in return for her tuition 
at Elmeta-Bond College in Oklahoma. 
Upon graduation, she took a business 
course to supplement her education — 
and headed south for Dallas to hunt a 
job. Secretarial work was her first en- 
deavor, and she worked for an imple- 
ment company two years and for a bank 
eight years. At the bank she learned 
much about mortgage and insurance 
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banking, and in 1918 during the big oil 
boom in Northwest Texas, she resigned 
to join the staff of the City National 
Bank in Wichita Falls, handling new ac- 
counts and escrow departments. The 
drama of the era could not escape at- 
tention, and she “dabbled” in real estate 
on the side, and gave way to the urge to 
make some oil investments. Her judg- 
ment was sound, and she made quite a 
little bit of money from these endeavors. 

In trading oil leases, she heard of the 
Dad Joiner claims of oil in East Texas 
and decided to purchase in the timber- 
lands. She had married in 1925, and 
her husband, O. Currin, and she were 
fortunate to own several hundred acres 
of oil leases and royalties in the East 
Texas oil fields when the boom was 
struck in 1932. 

“For six years, everything moved 
quickly and I was more out of touch 
with the business world than ever before 
or since,” she recalls. “I was chiefly con- 
cerned with raising my family—a won- 
derful stepson, two adopted daughters, 
and my three children. Six children 
really make the time fly!” In 1938, how- 
ever, something happened which 
changed the course of the Currins’ lives. 
The oil leases fell into the hands of sup- 
posedly responsible oil drillers who took 
Dad Joiner and many other East Texas 
landowners “to the cleaners.” The Cur- 
rins lost everything they had, and were 
forced to sell their home to pay debts 
and meet current obligations. 

“My husband and I talked it over, and 
decided that perhaps my inclination to- 
wards real estate in Wichita Falls had 
shown where my talent might lie,” she 
recalls. “I started selling houses on a 
small commission basis for some ac- 
quaintances. Even though everything 
was still pretty tight in 1938, my busi- 
ness moved quickly. In sixty days I had 
developed a following that required five 
salesladies to assist me. I soon saw that 
my living room wasn’t going to suffice 
for an office, and about that time a new 
restaurant on Northwest Highway closed. 
It was an ideal building, and per- 
fectly located. We were able to rent it 
for $150 a month for a lease of five

years. Business moved slowly for a 
while, but | made it!” 

With the coming of the war, many 
businesses boomed, and among them 
was real estate. Persons were transferred 
or called to service—and they seemed 
to like the way Mrs. Currin was able to 
find nice people to keep or buy their 
homes. Friends told their friends, and 
others sold or sought homes through the 
mother of six children whose main quali- 
fication as a saleswoman was that she 
“enjoyed talking to people.” She soon 
bought the former restaurant building, 
and in 1943 opened branch offices in 
each section of Dallas—quite an incen- 
tive to her customers during those days 
of gas rationing! 

In 1946, Kathryn Currin sold over 
$8,000,000 worth of homes, placing 
her second in real estate sales through- 
out the United States for that year. 
Steady growth of her sales force has ex- 
panded it to 35 men and women, many 
of whom have been with her for quite 
a few of these twelve years. There are 
four branch offices (one in each direc- 
tion of the compass) as well as a farm 
and ranch department, Sales last year 
totalled over $7,000,000. 


A Dallas woman who bought her 
home through Mrs. Currin said that 
there was as much difference in Mrs. 
Currin and most real estate sales per- 
sons as in day and night. “Several years 
ago, my husband and I were looking for 


a smaller house, and we thought we

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Operation Heartbreak 


By Duff Cooper. Published by the 
Viking Press. 153 pages. $2.50. 


IR DUFF COOPER has written his 

first work of fiction, and in Eng- 
land it has become an immediate suc- 
cess. Now, the American reading public 
has discovered that it’s one of the best 
little books of the season. 

It is the strange story of a soldier who 
never got to fight. Lt. William Maryng- 
ton was the son of a soldier with the 
family background of the landed gentry 
who knew nothing but the uniform. He 
thought, dreamed, and prepared him- 
self for the day that he could defend 
his country. 

But, Willie, as he was always called, 
was to be denied his most cherished goal 
in life, for fate dealt him some harsh 
blows. Being born in the early nineteen 
hundreds, he had barely put on his 
uniform when suddenly the war was 
over, and the Armistice was signed. 
Everyone was happy and rejoicing—all 
except Willie, who had wanted to fight 
and felt that he was being cheated out of 
his right to get to the enemy. 

After the close of the war Willie lived 
a very restless life until his regiment was 
sent to India. There he enjoyed the care- 
free life of a peacetime soldier and sur- 


rounded himself with the things he liked 
the best—namely horses. Only when the 
conversation dwelled on campaigns in 
the past war was the young lieutenant 
unhappy. 

But still another heartbreak was to 
come to the lieutenant and that was his 
unfortunate engagement with Daisy, the 
colonel’s daughter. The day she jilted 
him for another officer he was too aston- 
ished to be hurt. 

There were many episodes of an un- 
fortunate nature in the life of our young 
hero. He was just a hard luck guy, too 
good for his own good. The things that 
he wanted out of life were always just out 
of reach. 

Sir Duff tells his story quietly with a 
ereat deal of feeling for the young man 
who was ready and willing to give all 
for his country, but who was never 
given the chance. He was bypassed by 
two world wars—one in which he was 
too young; and in the other, to old for 
active duty. 

The reader begins to have great sym- 
pathy for this man, who might have 
done great things if just given the op- 
portunity. But, when the end of all hope 
to accomplish anything is met by Willie, 
fate deals him one blow that is filled with 
irony and pathos. 

“Operation Heartbreak” is well writ- 
ten by a man who understands the human 
heart. The simplicity of the story is 
definitely the reason for its strong ap- 
peal. 

Sir Duff Cooper has made a success- 
ful start as a novelist. His other pub- 
lished works have been biographies, 
poems, and a sketch of Shakespeare, the 
soldier, “Sergeant Shakespeare.”

actually would not take a house unless 
it were new. Mrs. Currin showed me a 
ten-year-old English style cottage and for 
a moment or two, all I could think of 
what that it would require work to put 
it in living condition.

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Dallas Adds New Industry 


N addition to basic industry in Dal- 

las came last month with the open- 

ing of Trojan Foundries at 3117 Oak 

Lane. Trojan is a Texas corporation spe- 

cializing in high quality brass and alu- 

minum castings and has the largest pro- 

duction capacity of any non-ferrous 

foundry in the Dallas area, according to 

Wayland Boles, the corporation’s board 
chairman.
